000 end 800 moo. acting unaulmoualy, 
M prevlouely agreed on, effectually 
broke the etrike in the Carnegie mill 
at thl* place at 6 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. They returned to work in a Uxly, 
and the soldier* were not required to 
protect them. The ivpair men had the 
mill ready for running. lU'urn was 
turned on. and several department* 
were almost full and began to turn out 
finished steel. 

There were many members of the 
new amalgamated lodges formed here 
since the strike began among those whe 
went back to work and they did it 
openly, without fear of what their com 
panlons would say. There was 
no disorder at alL Small crowd* 
of tlie men who had not tak- 
en advantage of tlx- offer of Su- 
perintendent Morrison stood near the 
mill gates, just outside of the line 
guarded by the soldiers, watching the 
men return, but they suid never a wo 
The battalion had been drawn up 
marching order and was kept in line, 
fully armed, for two hours, but no word 
of command was-sglven. Some of the 
most skilled among the strikers 
in the number returning to work. 

One of them said: "We have 
watching the course of events 
closely, and while we would have done 
all we could to have helped the Home- 
stead men, we saw It ta%s useless; that 
the company meant business, and that 
we could not win without a struggle! 
that would hare been too hard for met 
who have families. We talked this 
over and we are glad now tha t we took 
such a unanimous step. 

The officials are well pleased with the 
action of the men, and all is pleasant 
The news at Homestead had a depress- 
ing effect on the strikers there, but 
there was no sign of wavering in the 
strike

report are not large.

The price of I sin- 
gle article, or even a group of articles, 
may change greatly, or the wages Id a 
single occupation or group of occupa- 
tions may advance or decline rapidly; 
and still the average of all the great 
mass of prices or wages not be changed 
perceptibly. A slight change in the to- 
tal average, however, makes a great dif- 
ference in the aggregate result. The 
decline in the cost of living from June. 
188", to May, 1898, as shown by the re- 
port of the Ftnauce Committee, was m i 
per cent. The advance in wages as 
shown by the same report was .7" of 1 
per cent. This makes an average ad- 
vance in the purchasing power of wages 
of 4.15 per cent. Assuming $«nn as the 
average income of the families of the 
country, this would be equivalent to, 
say, $25 per family, or au aggregate 
saving for 1*000,000 families of *325. 
000,000 for each year. 

The addition of this vast sum annu- 
ally to the national earnings and wealth 
is an achievement which speaks with a 
more eloquent voice than I can com- 
mand in behalf of a policy under which 
such results are possible. It is signifi- 
cant that while the cost of liviug in the 
United States declined for the period 
covered by the investigation of the Fi- 
nance Committee, the cost of living in 
England increased l.a per cent. If the 
conditions bad been reversed our Demo- 
cratic friends would have insisted that 
this was the direct and logical resnlt of 
the revenue systems. I am curious to 
see what explanation they will now 
make. The result is unquestionably a 
very surprising one to them, and one 
which they will have difficulty in ex- 
plaining away. While the attempt to 
compare average retail prices in Eng- 
land and the United States Is not satis- 
factory, I am convinced that for a family 
buying the same quanity and quality of 
articles at retail In the two countries, 
the coat of living would nut be higher 
in America. These relative conditions, 
however, do not exist, as the soale of 
living for the masses of people in the 
respeetive countries is vaetly different. 

At no time in our history have the 
earnings of the American people been 
as great, measured by their power to 
purchase the comforts and necessaries 
( of life, as they are to-day. Measured by 
the wine standard, they are vastly greater 
than those of any other people in the

CAINS DISCIPLES. 



A gentleman who was seated In the 
lobby of the Girurd house, says the 
Philadelphia. Record, chatting with an 
official from the coroner's office, said: 
"I saw an article in a leading English 
weekly the other day which should be 
of interest to you, and so I jotted down 
some! of its tigiires, which are as grew- 
*nnt! as any statistics I ever came across. 
The article wa* headed: 'A Murderer's 
Paradise,' and had own written by a 
man who, for two years, hud made a 
study of the murder statistics of this 
country. 

"According to him there were 4,200 
. murders committed in tin- t'nitcd States 
during ISM and 5.MM during 1801, a sub- 
stantial IncreMs of 1,816. He has 

didid.d the murders committed during 
the two years under various heads. 
Quarreis. be said, were responsible for 
2,184 murders in 1890 and 4,830 in 1891, 
and by quarrels he did not mean 
drunken brawls. Murders which took 
place while the murderer was under the 
influence of liquor numta-red 480 in 1*90 
and 877 in 1891, and it was pointed out 
that the so-called prohibition cities fur- 
nished more murders in proportion to 
their populations than did the non-pro- 
hibition places. Murders eommitU.'d by 
unknown persons for unknown reasons 
footed up 404 and 859. The infanticide 
caaes of the two years numbered 107 and 
908, and the persona killed while resist- 
ing arrest, 149 and 181 Insane persons 
killed, 59 and 102 n-spectively, during 
the two years. In 1890 there were 109 
executions and the number last year 

A VOLCANO BY NIGHT. 



We saw an amphitheater 2,aO0 feet in 
diameter from north to south and 1,650 
feet across from east to west with a 
rugged and irregular crest, notched and 
cracked, surrounded by cliffs, by per- 
pendicular and even overhanging preci- 
pices, mixed with steep slopes, some 
bearing snow, and others apparently in- 
crusted with sulphur, says Edward 
Whymper, in his travels.
